The total expenditure of the university will 

necessarily be increased with the number of 
students, and.if freeing them of fees causes 
an increase of entrants, as it doubtless would, 
the universities must appeal to the public for 
additional funds to provide education. 
- Moreover, with the primary schools and 
universities feeless, the secondary schools, it 
is argued, must be the same. This would cost 
$450,000 a year, which can only be provided 
by the taxpayers, who would not favor such a 
plan of private munificence which ts RY? 
pothetical. . 

The Scotsman, a leading wAéinbure paper, 
discussing the matter on the foregoing lines, 
says that Mr. Carnegie’s offer is disconcert- 
ing from its magnificence. Scotland, it adds, 
eannot afford to refuse it without the best 
reason, yet cannot afford to accept it if, owing 
to the conditions imposed, it deranges the 
er educational system.

CITY.OF LEADVILLE MAY PAY. 
DIVIDEND TO ITS TAXPAYERS. 


Peculiar Situation Developed by Court 
Decision Regarding Payment for Min- 
- ing Privileges Under the Streets. 


Leadville, Colo., May 20.—[Special. ]—Lead- 
ville is In a fair way to pay dividends to the 
citizens: instead of assessing them for the 
cost of municipal government and improve- /} 
ments. By @ decision of the Supreme’ Court 
this morning it is estimated that Leadville 
will derive over $2,000,000 annual royalty 
| from ore extracted from beneath streets and 
alleys, to which the city is given absolute 
subterranean as well as surface rights. 

The City Council will act immediately on 
this windfall, which promises free light, free 
water, free paving, and the most extravagant 
municipal trimmings, yet leaving a prospec- 
tive surplus of from $200,000 to $500,000 a year 
for distribution among so-called taxpayers. 

The test case was from the Coronado mine,’ 
which had been extracting ore worth $30,000 
from streets and alleys. The case got into 
court on an action to recover and restrain 
the company from proceeding carte with 
the work. 

The lower court sustained the Sonindes 
company. The Supreme Court, after review- 
ing the action of Starr, who originally con- 
veyed the streets and alleys to the city, and 
the filing of . plat for the same, reversed the 
decision.

Nelson Morris said he would not think of 
going to the Stock-Yards-til was satisfied 
his precinct was clean; O. 8. Lyford, gen- 
eral counsel ‘for the Chicago and Hastern 
Illinois railway, promised Alderman Dixon 
that in spite of his ill heglith he would assist 
in the work of making the ward presentable; 
and W. Scott Thurber announced his eager- 
ness to begin his service by flushing the 
brick pavements of his precinct. 

“In everything but street cleaning there 
is too much Inepection and too little work,” 
said Dr. J. BE. Stubbs, another volunteer. 
“But weiare going into this thing to suc- | 
ceed and our streets are going to be clean.” 

“ Every volunteer inspector will feel re- 
sponsible for his precinct now,” said W. L. 
Hagans, “and I, for one, shall feel a great 
personal interest in keeping my ee 
hood neat.”

I take a per- 
sonal interest in the neat aspect of my neigh- 
porhood, and I shall not go to my office in 
the morning till I am sure I will find the 
precinct clean when I returnat night. These 
streets could be kept as clean as a floor, and, 
with the proper coJperation of the depart- 
ment of street cleaning, we shall achieve 
success.”’ 

O. 8. Lyford said: “I told Alderman Dixon 
today that I should help him all I could to 
have the streets well’ cleaned. I believe 
in this codperation, and I wish we might 
see more of it in the city,” 

“We are going to inspect and work, too,”’ 
declared Dr. J. £. Stubbs. _“ I shall go about 
my precinct making notes of the dirty spots 
and report them to the department. The 
authorities must be made to act efficiently 
by such a vigilance committee as this body 
of volunteers will be. We already superin- 
tend the sweeping of South Park avenue 
from Thirty-first to Thirty-third streets 
twice every day.

SOAP MINING INDUSTRY IS 
BEING STARTED IN WYOMING. | 


Big Deposit of Composite Material Con- 
‘taining All Elements of Coarse Qual- 
ity of Commercial-Article Found. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., May 20.—[{Special.}— 
Wyoming will furnish all the soap needed 
for other purposes than , toilet, and wili fur- 
nish tt from her soil. A’ deposit of whitish 
material in composite form containing 
just enough sulphates, potash, and pumice 
to give the gritty essential has been discov- 
ered five miles west of Newcastle, in the 
northwestern part of Wyoming. The deposit 
lies in a fissure and dips into the ground like 
a vein of mineral. The vein, so-called, is fit- 
teen to eighteen feet wide and runs the 
length of a quarter section which for twenty 
years was used as & stock pasture. Next 
week a building fitted with machinery that 
will cut the slabs of mineral soap into sizes 
for commercial use will covers portion of the 


ground.

death, but the mystery was solved Wiee 
Mrs. Bonine made hef confession. 
Detective Horne, who was assigned to Gae 
serve Mrs. Bonine’s doings and to keep Ii af 
close communication with her as possiaiy 
had subjected her to several rigid exasmiing# 
tions, but without. result until this eaten 
noon, when she told her story to him in ii 
private capacity and then asked his advieg 
as to what was the best course to DETERS 
under the circumstances. 


No Immunity Promised. 

He promptly advised her to tell ai she 
knew, and in the presence of District Attom 
ney Gould and the detective she again tolg 
the story of the deed in her own words, Bi 
Gould would make no prom as to immie 
nity from punishment, howevér, and arrange 
ments were made for a full recital of the dee@ 
at the office of Major Sylvester, the Superin= 
{ tendent of Police. 

Before going to police headquarters, hows 
ever, Mrs. Bonine asked that she be allowa 
to tell the story to her husband, who wages 
the police station et the time, This she was 
permitted to do. She then went to pOlue 
headquarters, where a stenographic fepers 
was taken of what she hadtosay. Her state 
ment was entirely voluntary, and during is 
recital she appeared perfectly calm and eo 
lected. 

Statement Made to Police. 

The story she told to Major Sylvester 
Chief of Police, as related by him, aa 
lows:

Tells of Ayres’ Advances, 


“I reached Mr. Ayres’ room almost ane 


soon as he did, and he drew me in end quick 
ly locked the door behind him. Then hé gus 
his left arm affectionately over my shoulder 
and cast aside his overcoat, showing that he 
had nothing on but his undershirt. His sone 
duct and a proposition which he made i 
me caused violent objection on my part; D&E 
he insisted on embracing me, whereupon 
pushed him away.

We ask only for your 
friendship, for your commerce, and for your 
good. will. 


“ We ask you, also, and this is'more impor- : 


tant than anything else, to stand by us in 
the unswerving maintenance of the Monroe 
doctrine. That doctrine is that no posses- 


‘sion now held by Europe is to be disturbed, 


but that Burope is to acquire no new posses- 
sions and to extend no old ones. - We ask you 
to be true to the doctrine which we an- 
nounced seventy-five years ago. If you will 
put your faith in it and be true to it-we will 
defend it. No American soil shall be gi 
up toany powerof Europe: 
‘Under no conditions, under no stress of 
circumstances, can the smaliest island or 
the most barren promontory on either conti- 
nent.ever be ceded ar sold to one of the great 
powers of Europe. This danger is real. It 
cannot be warded off by brave words, by 
Fourth of July orations, or by confident 
boasting of our strength and resources.
